Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to request for consideration, and amendment filed on 
March 09, 2007. Original application contained Claims 1-56. Applicant previously cancelled 
Claims 2, 12, and 31, 32, 38, 46, 47, and 53. Applicant previously amended Claim 1, 3-11, 13- 
21-30, 32-37, 39-46, 48-52, and 54-56. 

Applicant currently amended Claims 21, and 54 by inserting a word "tangible" in front of 
"signal bearing medium", corresponding dependent claims of claim 21, and 54 also need to be 
amended accordingly. 

The amendments filed have not been entered and not made of record. Presently pending 
claims are 1, 3-11, 13- 30, 33-37, 39-45, 48-52, and 54-56. 

Response to A rgum en ts 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on March 09, 2007 regarding previous art rejection have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive, please refer to previous office action dated January 
4, 2007 for response. 

2. Regarding Claims rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101, applicant previously argued that a 
"signal bearing medium" is a physical, tangible, medium and is not merely a form of energy. 
Examiner responded that on pp 16-17 of specification this was disclosed that example of 
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recordable medium are but not limited to: signal bearing medium which can be transmission type 
media such as digital and analogue communication links using either synchronous or 
asynchronous communication. Therefore, signal bearing medium is not tangible, hence directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Applicant in current response argued that Applicants independent claims 21 and 54 are 
not directed to raw signals, and these claims, as amended to facilitate the further prosecution, 
includes a positive limitation of " a tangible signal bearing medium." This amendment further 
emphasizes that the claim is limited to a scope that includes tangible subject matter. Applicant 
respectfully submits that in light of the amendment, independent claim 21, and 54 and all claims 
dependent therefrom are clearly patentable under § 101. 

However, examiner searched the disclosure and could not find this new "a tangible signal 
bearing medium" limitation. Therefore, examiner assert that the subject matter of Claims 21-23, 
and 54-56 are still directed to non-statutory subject matter
